Secretary of Treasury Said 
to Have Cabled President 
Information on Which He 
Acted.

LONDON, June 20.—President 
Hoover's announcement that Amer- 
ica was prepared to give a_ help- 
ing hand to Europe in her econom- 
ic extremity was looked upon by 
England tonight as having much 
of the significance of the entry 
of the United States into the World 
War. 

Uncertainty abroad concerning 
the contribution of the United 
States to the world’s economic re- 
lief was put at rest by President 
Hoover’s proposal for a one-year 
moratorium of all intergovernmen- 
tal debts and reparations, both 
principal and interest. , 

The President’s preliminary an- 


‘nouncement that he had taken the 


initiative in consulting congression- 
al leaders regarding their attitude 
toward relief measures was hailed 
in Europe as perhaps the most im- 
portant international development 
since the war. Mr. Hoover's pro- 
posal for a moratorium was calcu- 
lated to create new confidence 
among the debtor nations. 

On the strength of the presi- 
dent’s first announcement the Ber- 
lin Boerse reacted sharply, some 
stocks going up 15 points. : 

Although much of this gain was 
lost because of heavy demands for 
foreign currency causing restrictive 
measures by the Reichsbank. The 
German cabinet gave its attention 
to the Washington reports, but 
maintained compl@te reserve and 
no communique was issued after 
the meeting. 

Official reaction was lacking in 
London. 

In Paris the president’s position 
was interpreted as meaning a pos- 
sible change in American policy on 
war debts and reparations. 

Parley of Powers Expected. 

Since not only the United States, 
Great Britain and Germany are 
concerned but also France, Italy, 
Belgium and other nations, it was 
expected here that an international 
conference of some sort would be 
held to work out the problem. 

Meanwhile, Andrew W. Mellon, 
American Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, who despite his insistence that 
his visit to Europe is of a private 
nature is generally assumed to 
have cabled Mr. Hoover the infor- 
mation on which the President act- 
ed, spent the week-end with his son 
at a hotel in Cambridge. His 
rooms were reservea unti} Monday 
evening but it was hinted that he 
would depart tomorrow to con- 
fer further with Prime Minister 
MacDonald at nearby Chequers. 

Mellon Reported Active. 

Mellon's part in his conversations 
here_is understood thus far to have 
been that of a good listener. He is 
reported to have reminded those 
with whom he talked—Prime Min- 
ister MacDonald, Foreign Secretary 
Henderson and Montagu Norman, 
Governor of the Bank of England 
-~—that America’s situation also was 
the most difficult. 

But he is assumed to have cabled 
back to Mr. Hoover reports. of 
what the British Government is 
authoritatively said to consider 
Germany's desperate plight and its 
inevitable effect on the economic 
structure of Europe and the world. 

In view of the developments this 
week, the forthconmeng visit to 
London of Secretary of State Stim- 
son and the visit of MacDonald and 
Foreign Secretary Henderson to 
Berlin July 17 are looked upon as 
affording still further opportunity 
to straighten out the muddle _ in 
which pest-war Europe finds itself.

MISS EARHART VISITS. 
ST LOUSIN AUTOGYRO 


Woman, Flyer Stops Off at 
Municipal Airport for Half 
An Hour. 


Amelia Earhart, flying an auto- 
gyro, an airplane with a stubby, 
tip-tilted lower wing and four large 
rotating vanes, supplanting the up- 
per wing, spent a half hour at the 
Municipal Airport yesterday after- 
noon en route to Indianapolis from 
Tulsa. 

It was the first time that an 


Bt. Louis, although the same plane 
made a hasty stop at the airport 
last week while a pilot was ferry- 
ing it to Abilene, Texas, where 
Miss Earhart cracked up in an- 
other autogyro while taking off. 
The strange, flapping, creaking 
ship descended almost vertically 
and ran only a few feet after 
reaching the ground. Miss Ear- 
hart explained that a flyer who 
“runs more than three lengths aft- 
er touching the ground, just natur- 
ally came into the field too fast.” 
The plane took off at 2:45 p. m., 
after a run of 150 feet. Miss Ear- 
hart planned to stop at St. Elmo, 
Ill., and Terre Haute, Ind., inas- 
much as her plane cruises at 80 
miles an hour and carries only two 
hours’ gas. Most planes have large 
storage tanks in the wings, but this 
method is not possible with the 
autogyro. 

Flying from Tulsa, Miss Earhart 
stopped at Springfield and _ St. 
James, Mo., for gasoline. At St. 
James she said, “They didn’t have 
any gas. I had to wait on hour for 
them to get it, and then they 
couldn’t change a $20 bill.” 

At Springfield she reprimanded 
a reporter who called her Mrs. 
Putnam—she recently married 
George Putnam, a New York pub- 
lisher—saying, ‘I’ve flown as 
Amelia Earhart for ten years and 
I intend to keep on doing so,” 

She expressed surprise at a 
press dispatch from Washington, 
saying she had been reprimanded 
for the crash at Abilene, where 
her plane struck a floodlight and 
turned over, on the ground that 
she showed carelessness and bad 
judgment. 

“T’ve been in touch with Depart- 
ment of Commerce inspectors all 
along and have queried the depart- 
ment at Washington without learn- 
ing anything about it,” she said. 
“It seems strange that they have 
published the affair without con- 
sulting the pilot as to details of 
the accident.”’ 

Flying alone for the first time, 
Miss Earhart let her mechanic go 
home by train yesterday because 
he was “tired and worn out. I of- 
ferea to send him by plane,” she 
said, “but he wouldn’t ride in any- 
thing but ah autogyro.” 

‘Miss Earhart is finishing a four 
weeks’ tour of the country to dem- 
onstrate the au'2gyro and adver- 
tise a nationally known brand of 
chewing gum and food products.

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WHY POINT OF VIEW HAS 


CHANGED ON REPARATIONS 


Linked With War Debts Like Family Budget 
and Family Salary—So Far Germany 
Has Paid Both. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 20.— 
President Hoover's move for war 
dgbt and reparations relief comes 
at a time when the world’s fi- 
nancial indigestion hag caused a re- 
duction in original estimates of 
both, although the debts have been 
fixed since the commission ap- 
pointed to negotiate them ended its 
work in 1927. v 

Since then, however, the Young 
Plan has succeeded the Dawes 
Plan for German reparations pay- 
ments. The United States was 
represented unofficially but the 
agreement took its name from one 
of the American delegates. Owen 
D. Young, J. P. Morgan, T. W. La- 
mont and T. N. Pefkins took a 
leading part in formulating the 
plan. 

The Dawes Plan, perfected in 
1924, left the period of reparations 
payments indefinite. They rose 
under a Sliding scale to more than 
half a billion dollars in 1929-30. 
By comparison the Young Plan 
substantially reduced the sum due 
yearly from Germany for the first 
years of the arrangement. 
the definite period of 58 years for 
payments and lowered the eati- 
mated total from $32,000,000,000 
to about $27,000,000,000. 

Germany's economic difficulties 
have become alarming since. In 
addition to the reparations burden, 
Germany has borrowed heavily 
from foreign countries. Mostly in 
short term loans. 

The total private investment of 
foreigners in Germany has been 
estimated at $6,000,000,000. Ger- 
man investments abroad are small 
by comparison. Germany has -mil- 
lions of unemployed... Another 
gloomy factor is thé decline in 
commodity values and the corres- 
ponding rise in the value of money. 

Same Probable Result. 

Germany’s recent cry that the 
burden was intolerable resulted in 
several conferences and President 
Hoover announced that steps were 
under way to help her. 

In Germany and el#ewhgre 
abroad that arouses the hope or 
fear, as the case may be, that there | 
will be another scaling down of 
reparations, Immediately war 
debts take their place in the scope 
of speculation. They are linked 
in the same way aa the family 
budget and the family salary. 

As the case stands now, repara- 
tions are paying war debts and leay- 
ing a surplus, If Germany should 
default as in 1928, the former al- 
lies would have to dig into their 
own pockets to pay their war debts 
to the United States. Informed ob- 
servers agree that the demands for 
a scaling down of war debts would 
be demanded by the former allies. 

Some of the war debt settle- 
ments were negotiated with little 
trouble, for example that of Great 
Britain, which wanted to wipe out 


both debts and reparations.

France and the United States op- 
posed this vigorously. 

Britain then said she desired 
only enough from reparations and 
money due from her former allies 
to pay her debts to the United 
States. There has been no official 
announcement of a change in this 
policy. 

War Debt Settlements. 

The United States got no action 
out of the majority of its debtors 
until it dunned them’ sharply in 
May, 1925. Italy, Belgium Ru- 
mania and other Balkan countries 
responded promptly but the final 
approval of the settlement with 
France did not come until 1929. 
France is to pay over a 62-year 
period, $4,025,000,000; Great Brit- 
ain, $4,600,000,000, and Italy, $1,- 


647,869,197. Belgium, Czecho- 
Slovakia, Estonia, Finland, Hun- 
gary, Latvia, Lithuania, Poland, 


Rumania and Jugo Slavia bring 
the total to about $12,000,000,000, 
Although some _ estimates have 
placed it as high as $20,000,000,- 
000 due to a decline in commodity 
values and other factors. 

The United States, has received 
approximately $2,391,000,000 from 
foreign Governments on the debts 
and Germany has paid in repara- 
tions $5,000,000,000. 

In the background is the disarm- 
ament conference of 1932. The 
Hoover administration feels that 
burdensome armaments are Ofie 
reason the world is finding it hard 
to make ends meet. Debts, repa- 
rations and armament expenditures 
may be linked together at Geneva. 
France, however, has made it 
known that she wishes her secur- 
ity assured before she changes to 
Other channels the stream of gold 
she is pouring into armament. 
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NECOTIATIONS NOT 
EVEN BEGUN WITH 
TALY, SAYS POPE 


‘‘Odious Spying, Persecu- 
tions, Accusations and 
Continual Menaces” Have 
Not Stopped, He Declares 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, June 20.—A declaration 
by the Pope that no accord is in 
sight with Premier Mussolini's gov- 
ernment made @ dark picture today 
of what the Government yesterday 
described as a fairly optimistic sit+ 
vation. 

The Pope said that ‘odious’ 
spying, persecutions, accusations 
and “continual menaces” have been 
reported by the Bishops of Italy. 
He gave a much different view of 
his negotiations with, the Govern- 
ment than the one coming from 
Government sources. ‘ 

The Pope resumed his policy of 
saying biunt words about Musso- 
lini’s “persecution” of him, of the 
church and of Catholic youth. To 
a group of seminarians he declared 
that not only Catholics but nearly 
the whole world was “with and 
behind the Pope” in his “bitter 
sorrow.”’ 

Negotiations Not Started. 

As for the negotiations with the 
Government, he declared they are 
not even really started. To this 
Government officials replied only 
that the exchange of notes was 
proceeding normally. 

Semi-official estimates are that 
15,000 of the 25,000 Catholic clubs 
in Italy were closed by Mussolini's 
order. These average 40 members 
to the club and so the activities of 
60Q000 youths, whom the Pope 
described as “the most exquisite 
part of the Church,” were halted. 

These “dissolved” clubs, his Holi- 
ness said, are not allowed to meet 
Silently and there is espionage and 
“continued menaces.”’ 

Referring to the Fascists without 
naming them, the Pope declared 
they “appear to be trying to have 
it believed, especially abroad, that 
things are not so very grave, that 
the incidents have been insignifi- 
cant and sporadic, that all is passed 
and tranquillity restored. 

“Exactly Oontrary True.’’ 

“Exactly the contrary is true— 
the truth lies in the contrary of 
all that they seek to have believed 
even in their country. We are not 
on the way to an accord and the 
negotiations are not even begun, 
Not only have we not entered a 
State of tranquillity but everything 
possible has been done to maintain 
the menacing horizon.” 

“This is a day of bitter sorrow 
that the height of God tempers with 
consolation,” in the visit of the 
faithful and messages from all over |: 
the world, said the Pontiff. ‘‘The 
whole Catholic world, and not only 
the Catholic world but a good part 
of the remainder is with the Pope 
and behind the Pope,” he said. 

He told his hearers he. realized 
they hoped to hear something re- 
garding this moment, but the 
things we should say are too bit- 
ter. And may be summed in a word: 

“It is not only in Mexico, not 
only in what we call ‘Bolshevik 
Russia,’ that there is persecution of 
the church, a persecution that is 
said not be intended against the 
church.”

Germany’s Working Capital. 

The present working capital of 
Germany consists largely of ap- 
proximately $2,000,000,000, ad- 
vanced by private bankers in the 
United States, Great Britain and 
other countries. Information which 
has reached Washington recently 
indicated that Germany could not 
continue reparations payments on 
the present scale, but feared that 
the declaration of a moratorium 
would result in withdrawal of these 
short term credits. As a matter 
of fact, discussion of a possible 
moratorium during the present 
month has caused the withdrawal 
of more than $250,000,000 in such 
credits. 

President Hoover, in effect, has 
now declared to the world that 
Germany should be permitted to 
suspend reparations payments for 
a year without suffering impair- 
ment of her creait position. In- 
deed, it is possible the President's 
statement wit be interpreted as 
meaning that bankers in the United 
States and elsewhere should allow 
Germany's short term credits 10 
be converted into long term credits 
im anticipation of a moratorium on 
reparations. 

Not for Cancellation. 

Although President Hoover in- 
sisted that cancellation of War 
debts to the United States is not 
contemplated, and that the pro- 
posed postponement is simply a 
contribution to “the early restora- 
tion of world prosperity,” it is ad- 
mitted here that his statement is 
calculated to give much comfort to 
those who have advocated cancel- 
lation. 

Reiterating his familiar conten- 
tion that the economic condition of 
the United States is due to world- 
wide depression, the President 
‘argued that postponement of in- 
tergovernmental debts would have 
a tendency to improve conditions 
in this country. Alluding to the

Robinson Links Armament Cut With 


Any War Debt Readjustment. 
By the Associated Press. 
LITTLE ROCK, Ark., June 20.— 


Senator Robinson of Arkansas, Sen- 
ate Democratic leader, expressed 
the opinion here today that Con- 
gress would be slow to act upon 
any modification of war debt set- 
tlements “unless simultaneous ar- 
rangements are assured for the re- 
adjustment of reparations and the 
reduction of armaments.”

EXUDGE KINSEY 
ST.LOUIS LAWYER 
FORST YEARS, ES 


Former Congressman Was 
84 Years Old and Lived 
Active Life Till Day Be- 
fore End Came. 


William M. Kinsey, former Cir- 
cuit Judge and Congressman, who 
was proud of his ability to “stay 


in the harness” in spite of ad- 
vancing years, died yesterday. He 
was active in life to the end. 


Eighty-four years old, he yielded to 
complications of age. 

His law practice and the opera- 
tion of his small farm between Eu- 


reka and Allenton, St. Louis Coun- 
ty, divided his time. On Friday hé 
went to the farm and then, in 
the afternoon, returned to his old- 
fashioned home in Curondelet, at 
6638 Vermont avenue, He sat on 
the front porch until about 6 p. 
m. when he suddenly lapsed into 
unconsciousness, Never regaining 
consciousness, he died at home at 
6:30 a. m. yesterdny. 

Judge Kinsey, scion of Quaker 
stock, was born at Mount Pleas- 
ant, O., in October, 1846. One of 
his direct forbears was John. Kin- 
sey, who came to America with 
William Penn to treat with the In- 
dians. The Judge was educated at 
an academy and a private school 
in Ohio, at Monmouth College, 
Monmouth, Ill, and the University 
of lowa. be 

In St. Louis 57 Wears. 

In 1872 he was married to Miss 
Loretta Lucy Chapin, an Iowa 
school teacher, who, too, was born 
in Ohio but of Puritan descent. 
About 1874, 57 years ago, Judge 
Kinsey came to St. Louis and be- 
gan his law practice. A Republi- 
can, he was elected to Congress for 
a term in 1889-91 and later he 
was elected to two terms on the 
Circuit bench, in 1905-16. He did 
not seek a third term. 

During his time .on the bench, 
Judge Kinsey tried about 1500 di- 
vorce suits and this experience led 
him to conclude that modern mar- 
riages were contracted too hastily.

GOV. BRYAN WELCOMES 
BANK DEAL INQUIRY 


Replies to Nebraska Senate’s 
Request for Investigation 
of Stock Sale. 


By the Assoctated Press. 

LINCOLN, Neb., June 20.e— The 
State Senate today passed a resolu- 
tion requesting Attorney-General 
C. A. Sorensen to investigate state 
banking problems after the Senate 
had heard charges that Gov. 
Charles W. Bryan had benefited 
by a banking transaction. 

The Attorney-General was re- 
quested to investigate the issuance 
of alleged false certificates of de- 
posit bythe Farmers’ State Bank 
at Genoa, Neb., and other banking 
matters of the State. Senator James 
A. Rodman of Omaha, charged in 
the Senate that Gov. Bryan was 
the beneficiary of certificates of 
deposit issued by the failed Farm-e 
ers’ State Bank of Genoa. 

Senator H. G. Wellenseik (Rep.), 
of Grand Island, asserted the Dem- 
ocratic Governor furnished the 
State Banking Department attor- 
neys with a list of lawyers toe be 
employed. Wellenseik told the 
Senate Bryan had paid for stock 
in a Florida bank with certificates 
of deposit from the Genoa bank. 

Another Republican Senator, 
Kenneth S. Wherry of Pawnee City, 
said the motion for the investiga- 
tion was backed by “political mo- 
tives.”’ 

Gov. Bryan issued a statement 
ste the banking transactions 
occurred “from two to 12 years 
ago.” He said he had no knowl- 
edge of the transactions and was 
in no way connected with them. 

Answering the Senate's charges, 
Bryan expressed surprise that 
“there was partisan criticism of a 
Democratic governor by a Senate 
composed of two thirds Republic- 
ans in the last minute of an extra 
session.” 

“T have no knowledge of the 
transactions nor was I connected 
with them in any way,” the Gov- 
ernor said. “I do not believe there 
was ever a more unfair insinu- 
ation made or where a greater ef- 
fort seems to have been made to 
prevent the Governor making a re- 
ply or to permit the Legislature to 
make any investigation while it 
was in session. 

“The records all available in all 
matters they have referred to, 
They will show there is not a pos- 
sible criticism that can be justly 
made of any act of mine. I shall 
be glad to have the Attorney-Gen- 
eral or any one else examine the 
records and I want them to do so 
to show just what a dastardly ef- 
fort was made to reflect upon the 
Governor.” 

Bryan is a brother of the late 
William Jennings Bryan, and was 


the Democratic nominee for the 
vice-presidency in 1924.

ATTAGKS RIGHT OF 
CITY 10 BUY PLANT 
OUT OF EARNINGS 


Missour: Public Service Co. 
Seeks to Keep Harrison- 
ville Out of Power Busi- 
ness by Court Order.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 20. — 
A test case involving the validity 
of contracts by which small towns 
ia Missouri have been purchasing 
equipment for municipally owned 
public utilities, to be paid for in 
installments from earnings of the 
plants, in instances where the ex- 


isting bonded indebtedness of the 
towns was such that additional 
municipal bonds could not be 
voted for the purchases, is pend- 
irg for decision in the Missouri 
Supreme Court. 

The decision, which is expected 
soon, will have considerable bear- 
irg upon the plans of towns con- 
sidering the establishment of mu- 
ricipal utility plants, or improve- 
ment of existing ones. 

In this case the Missouri Public 
Service Co. is .seeking to restrain 
the City of Harrisonville, Cass 
County, from carrying out a con- 
tract for purchase of engines and 
other equipment from Fairbanks 
Morse and Co. . a proposed mu- 
n:cipa] electric plant. Several res- 
idents and taxpayers of Harrison- 
ville joined in the suit with the 
ccmpany, which had been furnish- 
ing electric service to the town. 
The company’s franchise had ex- 
pired and it was operating with 
the consent of the town. 

Debt Called fllegal. 

Cass County Circuit Court 
enjoined carrying out of the con- 
tract sustaining contentions of the 
company and other plaintiffs that 
the contract was invalid. It sus- 
tained a contention that the debt 
{or the eouipment constituted a 
debt of the city, and made its total 
indebtedness exceed the constitu- 
tional limit of 5 per cent of its as- 
sessed valuation, and therefore was 
not legally contracted. 

The city appealed, contending the 
contract was a valid one and did 


-~ aa’ 


v'sions ccncerning indebtedness of 


the city. It was pointed out that 
the contract specifically provided 
the $62,155 purchase price, tozeth- 
er with interest, was to be paid in 
60 equal monthly installments 
from net earnings of the plant, 
and was not a general obligation 
of the city. The contract provided 
re resort could be had to taxation 
for payment of the obligation. The 
contract was entered into in April, 
1929. 

The case is similar in many _ re- 
spects toonein whichthe Supreme 
Court about a year ago sustained a 
purchase of engines by Fayette, 
Mo., from Fairbanks, Morse & Co., 
to replace old equipment in use in 
the Fayette municipal electric 
plant. The court upheld the con- 
tract and ruled the debt incurred 
was not a general debt of the city 
within the meaning of the constitu- 
tional limitation. 

A difference is that the Fayette 
contract provided the purchase 
price was to be paid only from the 
amount saved in the cost of pro- 
ducing electricity with the engines 
purchased, as compared with 
operating costs with the old equip- 
ment, while the Harrisonville con- 
tract provides the purchase price 
shall be paid from net earnings of 
the proposed plant. 

City Has Distribution System. 


Harrisonville owns an _ electric 
distribution system, which had 
been leased to the Missouri Public 
Service Co. The company furnished 
electric current from transmission 
lines from a power plant at anoth- 
er point. 

Numerous claims of invalidity 
were advanced in the attack on the 
Harrisonville contract, but the 
principal one was that the debt 
incurred was a debt of the city, 
within the meaning of the consti- 
tutional provisions. This amount, 
added to the existing debt, made a 
total in excess of the limitation for 
Harrisonville. 

‘An attack also was made on the 
contract on the ground the en- 
gines would be paid for out of net 
earnings of both the distribution 
system, already owned by the city, 
and the generating equipment pur- 
chased, instead of out of net earn- 
ings of the purchased equipment 
alone. It was contended that prop- 
erty of the city was being pledged 
and that the contract, therefore, 
could not come within court de- 
cisions that where the purchgse 
price of property was paid solely 
out of earnings of the property 
purchased no municipal debt was 
created. 

In defense of the contract, the 
city contended the debt was a spe-

Different View in U. S.

In all these financial arrange- 
ments the two problems of great- 
est difficulty are those of the U. 


|S. A., which has in the course of

and of Germany, which under the 
Young plan, is due to pay in the 
next 57 years a sum approximating 
that amount. 

It was an impossible proposition 
and sooner or later was bound to 
end in a crash. Germany is peril- 
ously near crashing. If she falls 
she will drag halfway down what 
is left of world stability and pros- 
perity. Senator Borah. pleads for 
a lightening of Germany’s*burden 
of reparations. I agree cordially 
with that view.. But I know too 
well that it is idle to put forward 
that plea, unless America and 
Britain abate their claims for war 
loans. 


Effects of Settlement. 


These war debts and reparations 
can ultimately be paid only by the 
debtor countries exporting, up to 
the value of their debt, an excess 
of goods and- services over their 
imports; and by the creditor coun- 
tries accepting imports to a like 
amount in excess of what they ex- 
port. 

During the last few years this in- 
exorable fact has been temporarily 
concealed through the operation of 
international loans. Germany, un- 
able fo maintain an exportable sur- 
plus, has borrowed from other 
countries the money with which to 
pay its external war debts.

From 1921 to 1923 Major-General Haskell served as chief of the 


American Relief Administration to Russia. 


He gained an intimate 


knowledge of the country. Five years ago he visited Russia again, He 
has just completed another trip through the country and has written 
a series of articles in which he sets down his observations of the 
gigantic experiment now in process—drawing the picture against the 
impression of five years ago and his earlier experiences. 

In the following article, the first of the series, Gen. Haskell pre- 
sents a view of the country in panorama; in the second article, which 
will appear nezt Sunday, he discusses the Five Year Plan and its im- 


plications.

Activity Everywhere. 


Five years agd Russia was living 
on the salvage of the old regime. 
Today building operations are 
everywhere in evidence; in addi- 
tion to the large industrial projects 
under construction, work ,proceeds 
on office buildings, workers’ clubs, 
apartments, even hotels. 

The Five Year Plan atmosphere 
pervades the land; it is sedulously 
cultivated by the Government. No 
means known to man are over- 
looked in arousing the enthusiasm 
of the people and any one having 
doubts about Russia’s success is 
wise enough to keep his opinions 
to himself. It is not healthy to 
disagree with the powers that be, 
even if they docriticise themselves 
freely in their own press. The 
the evils of 
capitalism, the hostility of other 
nations, the imminence of inter- 
vention, the need for sacrifices and 
haste for the plan, the benefits of 
collective farming, the skulldug- 
gery of the kulak, the evils of the 
church—floods of propaganda of 
this kind are let loose daily upon 
the population. 

Five years ago a machine was a 
mystery; now it is an idol. A ma- 
chine mania has taken hold of 
Russia. Take out a camera and 
a crowd will assemble intent on 
seeing how it works. In their 
novelty of their mechanized age, 
the Russians love to take things 
apart. In many places rifles are 
available for dismantling; thus the 
citizens become familar with the 
rifle for military purposes, and 
the new desire to handle some 
mechanism is gratified. Every- 
where there are posters that de- 
pict factories, machines, tractors, 
levers, cogs—anything that sym- 
bolizes industrialization. 

Everywhere the effects of the 
two and a half years during which 
the plan has been in operation are 
apparent—on the railroads, in the

Perhaps the most marked change 
in the railroads is in the character 
of the fréight they carry. Former- 
ly one saw grain, general merchan- 
dise and passengers (in freight

The Cities. 


The cities present an appearance 
strikingly different from that of 
five years ago. There are many 
more people on the streets, both 
day and night. This may be due 
to the fact that Russia in on a five- 
day week; every fifth day is a rest 
day, and so 20 per cent of the pop- 
ulation is always free. Or perhaps 
it is the search for a chance to buy 
food or clothes that fills the strects. 
Or possibly the unbelievable con- 
gestion in living accommodations 
makes the homes uncomfortable, 
for, despite the building activity, 
it is doubtful whether the construc- 
tion of homes .is more than keep- 
ing up with the normal increase of 


the population, eapectally in the 
cities. 
But whatever the cause, there 


has been.an increase of activity. 
There are many more automobiles, 
which run about with a reckless 
disregard of pedestrians; many 
more tram cars, all crowded, and 
more busses, also crowded. The 
police maintain order and the pave- 
ments and street cleaning have im- 
proved, Parks and buildings are 
in much better condition and there 
is a noticeable absence of dirt and 
rubbish. As for the appearance of 
the people, so far as clothing is 
concerned, I can best express my 
impression by saying that there is 
no style and no suffering—that 
everyone seems to be sufficiently 
clothed, in a secondhand way.

The Factories. 


The factory of today has a dif- 
ferent atmosphere and a different 
tempo from those of five years 
ago.

poor organization and indifferent 
labor; today obsolete machines 
have been replaced in the old 
plants and the very latest type of 
equipment is being installed in the 
new ones. Also there is better or- 
ganization in the shops. 

The greatest change, however, is 
observed in the attitude of the 
workman. Not all the labor seems 
efficient. This is due to dilution 
with the new and younger unskilled 
recruits from the farms, but the 
experienced hands, both men and 
women, are not . watching 
clock, nor do they hesitate to do- 
nate overtime inthe race to ex- 
ceed the output of a competing fa- 
tory. The campaign for better and 
faster work has resulted in quick- 
ening the step and educating the 
workman to the necessity for the 
success of the five-year plan. 

In the old plants production has 
materially increased over that of 
five years ago, even though work- 
ing conditions are still poor; in the 
newly-built ones the latest Ameri- 
can ideas of ventilation, light and 
safety are in evidence. At many 
places restaurants which provide a 
cheap noon-day meal at low cost 
have been opened, while men and 
women off duty can be seen play- 
ing chess or reading in places set 
aside for such diversions. 

Yet, despite the efforts to speed 
things up, there is still apparent to 
the observer much lack of organi- 
zation, much bewilderment and 4 
tendency to duplicate and to loa: 
about, as if material were being 
awaited. But, as compared with fiv. 
years ago, there has been a decided 
increase of activity in industry of 
all kinds, and those engaged in its 
newer phases are muddling along, 
becoming. familiar with strange 
sights and trying to replace skill

The Farms. 


Life on the individual farms has 
scarcely changed in the last five 
years. On those State and collec- 
tive farms where agriculture has 
been put on an industrial basis, 
however, there has been a dis- 
tinct transformation, not only in 
methods of operation but also in 
the home and village life of the 
peasant, 

Collective farms are in a state of 
flux, and standardization has by no 
means been attained, because of the 
haste and hit-or-miss methods of 


in all stages of organization ana 
efficiency, a fact which causes 
much bewilderment to the peasant 
members, who are not sure wheth- 
er they are to be better or worse 
off than they were, nor in fact 
just what new rules of work and 
living are ahead. The peasants are 
worried about it and suspicious of 
the Government's intentions, 
Village life has become somewhat 
more interesting because of the 
more numerous contacts with the 
cities, increased school facilities 
for the children, radio broadcasting 
and information (carefully cen- 
sored) disseminated in pamphlets 
and posters by the Government, All 
this, of course, is an effort to con- 
vince the rural population that So- 
cialism is the cure-all for its woes. 
Close questioning and careful ob- 
servation of the peasants led me to

The Standard of Living. 


Certainly the standara of living 
has hot improved in the last five 
years, either in the cities or on the 
farms, and it will probably remain 
as it is until the end of 1933. It is 
so ordered, with a ruthless disre- 
gard of what the public wants. The 
people are allowed what the Gov- 
ernment presecribes—and nothing 
more—wheéther it be shelter, food 
or clothing. Luxuries are not now 
for the Russians; they are called 
upon to make these sacrifices so 
that the utmost may be exported 
to pay Russia’s foreign bills for the 
materials, machines and skilled la- 
bor that are indispensable for com- 
pleting the plan for industrializa- 
tion. 

Every one has a food card; there 
are. several categories, and each 
calls for a different. quantity of 
food, depending upon the individ- 
ual’s eccupation. Thus a work- 
man’s card differs from a clerk's. 


The prices are uniform and the 
quality does not vary. Clothing 
and shoes are similarly rationed, 


and,.as there is a scarcity of both, 
orders are given to groups as ar- 
ticles become available. To have 
a “high” food card and to obtain 
preference in the buying of cloth- 
ing is what every Russian wants, 
because his rubles are almost use- 
less unless he has authority to buy 
food or clothing at the card price. 
Anything in excess of the allow- 
ance prescribed on a card or per- 
mit must be obtained from a dif- 
ferent type of Government _ store. 
These are called ‘“‘open stores,” but 
the prices here are almost prohibi- 
tive. This arrangement, whereby 
the Government fixes the ration 
prices low and the so-called “open 
store” prices high, in effect pre- 
vents supplementing the ration to 
any appreciable extent. Since the 
Government fixes all wages, the 
picture is completed. 

It. is well that Russians are pa- 


elsewhere in as well as| 
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tient and know how to suffer, for 
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they must stand for hours in long 
queues and await their turn to buy 
even the limited necessities that 
are allowed. 


The Cost of “Luxuries.” 


Russia, in so far as consumable 
goods are concerned, is certainly a 
seller’s market; but the only seller 
is the Government. After rent is 
paid and card allowances are ob- 
tained, money means nothing. Al- 
most no one gets enough to pay the 
high prices of the Government's 
“open” or “free” stores, 

A workman’s wage is, say, $60 a 
month. The rent he pays is low, 
and his food, obtained by card, is 
cheap; hut if he should want to 
buy an alarm clock it would cost 
him more than a whole month's 
wage, and a fountain pen would 
cost $50. These are luxuries. 

Formerly it was possible to 
spend excess rubles in travel on the 
railroad. That was cheap and in- 
teresting for a Russian. Recently, 
however, travel has been cut down 
by the simple device of raising thw 
tariff 50 per cent. The Govern- 
ment had decided that there was 
too much unnecessary moving 
about. 


In figuring what a worker gets, 
one must take into consideration 
who he is, or to what elass he be- 
longs—-in other words, what he is 
allowed to buy after he gets his 
money. If he is a member of a 
class to which good cards are al- 
lotted, he’ can buy-. more at low 
prices than some one with a poorer 
card. Workers have the best cards 
and so are comparatively better 
off; There is a clear distinction 
between a worker and an employe. 
The latter is an office worker; 
though he may get high wages, his 
card calls for more restricted pur- 
chases and thus he may not obtain 
as much for his money as does the 
worker. Engineers as a class are 
undoubtedly the highest paid of all, 
but their food cards are not as de- 
sirable as an ordinary worker's,

ing wage, depending on the job, up 
to $175. Practically all work in 
Russia is on a piece basis; this ap- 
plies even to the collective farms.

Rewards for Accomplishment. 


. Every capitalistic device ts used 
to speed up work. The members 
of the Communist party, of which 
there are perhaps 1,500,000, are 
called upon to set an example, not 
only in the amount of work  ac- 
complished but in loyalty to tho 
cause. They are sent where need- 
ed; they are the missionary band. 
Their pay is not more than about 
$175 a month, plus certain allow- 
ances, 

It is not easy to live up to all the 
party requirements and to the dis- 
cipline of party membership. Mar- 
ried members have practieally no 
No doubt high officials 
receive special allowances such as 
traveling expenses, automobiles, 
chauffeur service and possibly en- 
tertainment costs; certainly thev 
could not exist or carry out their 
duties otherwise. 

It has been said that while Con: - 
munist officials get only moderate 
salaries, it is possible for them to 
hold several offices at the sanie 
time and receive saluries and a! 
lowances from each one. But, in 

ny event, they make no display, 
and I have always believed that 
they were sincere in their work. 
and not in it for what they could 


personally obtain other than power.

Unemployment. 


Much is broadcast in Russia to- 
day about unemployment in the 
capitalistic countries, especially in 
America. The number of our un- 
employed is published as 7,000,900. 
and then the fallacy that there is 
no unemployment in Russia is an- 
nounced as proof of the superior- 
ity of the Soviet system for the 
worker. 

It is true that there is no in- 
dustrial unemployment in Russia 
now. On the contrary, thwre ts a 
need for more labor,  es)ecially 
skilled labor; and a number of 
foreigners are moving into the land 
of the Soviets looking for work. 
Sometimes they come in as tourists 
under the guidance of a travel bu- 
reau and then stay on. The state- 
ment was made to me in Moscow 
that the authorities are planning to 
set up a bureau of immigration in 
the near future. 

There are several questions that 
present themseives when one ask«s 
whether there is any unemploy- 
ment in Russia. For instance: 
Where are the millions of kulaks 
whose farms were confiscated ” 
How about the bourgeoisie and the 
other declussed elements of the 
population? What is done with 
the excess farm labor that is be- 
ing released as the farms become 
collectivised? True, industry will 
use some of them in work which 
requires unskilled labor, but what 
of the others! As large industria! 
projects of construction are  fin- 
ished under the Five-Year Plan. 
what will be done with the labor 
thus released? Every enterprise in 
Russia eniploys more laber than 
would be used in America for the 
same work; what will become>of 
these surplus workers if production 
is put on an efficient basis?

Visitations of the Mysterious Cicada. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


A N editoriai in the Post-Dispatch of 


June 4, “Lecture in Entomology,” 
describing that little known and rather 
mysterious insect, the cicada, recalls a 
discussion that appeared in Pittsburg 
newspapers of 1866, when I was a boy 
of 12 years. 

In that summer there was an immense 
swarm of 17-year locusts—as they were 
popularly called. Trees, shrubbery, 
fences and buildings were, in places, al- 
most covered with them, The ento- 
mologists and newspaper writers of that 
time did not agree as to when they ap- 
peared, or how long they remained in 
the ground. The general opinion, how- 
ever, was that there were differenr 
broods in different parts of the country; 
one in the Eastern states, one west of 
the Mississippi River, and one south of 
the Ohio River, and that these came at 
different periods. Prof, C. V. Riley, who 
wag State Entomologist of Missouri in 
the early ‘70s, said that the Missouri 
cicadi came every 13 years. 

I moved to Jefferson County, Mo., m 
1867. In 1868 there was an immense 
swarm of cicadi there, and remembering 
the controversy upon the subject, I care- 
fully noted the dates of their subsequent 
returns, The next brood came in 1881; 
the next in 1894 (that summer I spent 
in Greene County of this State); the next, 
when I was living in. my present home 
(Farmington, St, Francois County, Mo.) 
in 1907, and the next in 1920. 

These insects are dying out. Each sue- 
cessive brood since 1866 has been less 
in numbers until in 1920 there was no 
swarm, Only a few scattered specimens. 
Few persons Observed them. I did be- 
cause I was expecting them and looking 
for them. They may how be extinct, but 
if they come again, it Will be in 1933,

/ COST OF TARIFF DISHONESTY. 

It conditions were normal, that is to say, ff the 
prices of commodities were on & normal level, ip 
stead of high prices for highly protected manufac- 
tured commodities compared with low prices in the 
world market for agricultural products, this would 
be a year of prosperity. Crop prospects are excellent 
in nearly"all parts of the agricultural districts, The 
farmer will have a plentiful supply of products to 
sell. But he will have to sell his products, particu- 
larly wheat and cotton, at low world prices, and will 
have to buy all that he needs at prices artificially 
boosted by excessive tariffs. 

This lack of prosperity, with abundant crops, is the 
heavy price the American people pay for dishonest 
tariffs which rob the masses for the benefit of the 
privileged few. The effort to put the farmer on a. 
level with the manufacturer by placing a tariff on 
farm products has proved only a gesture of relief. 
Its benefits are so limited that they are practically 
fiegligible. We must export farm products, and there- 
fore the prices are not governed by tariffs but are 
| subject to world conditions, and there is a surplus of 
farm products in the world. The farmer, therefore, 
is crushed between the upper and nether millstones 
of highly protected commodities which he must buy 
and the unprotected products which he must sell. 
Thus; about 28,000,000 of the rural population are 
doomed to poverty and inability to consume the out- 
put of industrial mass production. If these millions 
were changed into consumers, the mill wheels would 
turn. 

H. E. Miles, chairman of the Fair Tariff League, 
who believes in legitimate tariff protection, but 
who denounces dishonest privilege tariffs, has fairly 
summed up the situation. He shows that the farm- 
ers, suffering for years under the heavy handi- 
cap of the tariff, got $2,400,000,000 less for their crops 
in 1930 than in 1929, and $229,000,000 less for their 
livestock. The prices of all farm products averaged 
only 3 per cent above pre-war prices, while the prices 
of commodities farmers buy averaged 49 per cent high- 
er. The farmer’s dollar is worth only 69 cents in ex- 
change for the goods he needs. But in 1930, instead 
of reducing the manufacturers’ rates to ‘honest fig- 
ures, Congress gave the farmers a farcical] tariff, and 
increased the effective tariffs on many manufactured 
products, thus increasifig the disparity between the 
farmers and the industrialists. According to experts, 
imported articles retailed in this country are five 
times the foreign factory prices. This is the privitege 
enjoyed by domestic producers. It is the graft in the 
tariff over and above honest protection. 

For illustration: a good pocket knife costing 87 
cents in England, carries a duty of 110 per cent, and 
with costs of transportation and this duty, with prof- 
its added on all charges, it retails in America at 
$4.50; a linen summer gown with 30 cents worth of 
embroidery on it, costing in Paris $4.50, must retail 
for $20 here, because the duty is 90 per cent and the 
profits on all charges are included in the retail price; 
a standard bell-top alarm clock, used generally by 
people of small means, costs 40 cents in Germany; 
the duty is 35 cents plus 65 per cent, or 81 cents al- 
together, and when the profits are added’ it equals 
200 per cent and the American consumer pays twice 
the 81-cent tariff tax for the imported article. When 
this article comes to the retail counter, with the costs 
and profits to the retailer added, the price is $2.40, 
or six times the foreign factory price. The domestic 
manufacturer of clocks, no matter what his product 
costs, can without fear of competition make a ficti- 
tious price for it. 

To show how dishonest the tariff is, the Govern- 
ment’s collections are exceedingly small compared 
with the profits of protected manufacturers. For 
each dollar the Government collects on steel imports, 
six large steel’ manufacturers collect $50, or a total 
of $300,000,000. Aluminum makers collect $91, ora 
total of $24,000,000. Electrical machinery collects 
$468. Hardware collects $1726. Sewing machines are 
permitted to collect $71. The profits on account of 
the tariff on 16 highly finished steel products were 
ahout $1,029,000,000. If only half of the tariff al- 
lowances were added to the prices of general mer- 
chandise for retail stores, the cost to consumers would 
be $5,000,000,000 annually. The tariff of 1922-29 is 
estimated to have cost the struggling farmers in ex- 
cess prices about $10,000,000,000. It was under these 
excessive dishonest tariffs that the great corporations 
made billions, distributed through cash and stock 
dividends, and thus vastly increased the number of 
millionaires and billionaires at the expense of the 
masses. 

These profits made through robber tariffs are stag- 
gering. The farmers and the masses of the people 
are paying heavily for them now. The profiteers who 
reveled in the excesses of their tariff-made prosper- 
ity are now paying in the loss of markets. The dis- 
honest tariff policy has not only caused unmeasured 
suffering, but has given us the most difficult eco- 
nomic problem we have yet had to solve. The ultimate 
solution lies with the American people, who can force 
an equitable readjustment through the ballot. . Until 
that readjustment is made, we shall have what we 
have now—business stagnation and starvation in the 
midst of plenty.

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WHEN UNBELIEVERS TESTIFY. 
In the theory of the common law, a believer always 
tells the truth when on his deathbed or when duly 
sworn in court, but the utterances of an atheist or 
agnostic at those solemn moments are not to be 
trusted. There have been many court decisions to 
this effect. In numerous states, unbelievers are un- 
acceptable as witnesses; in others, their credibility 
may be impeached. Missouri is one of the enlight- 
ened states granting freedom of opinion to witnesses. 

The Alabama Court of Appeals followed precedent 
two months ago in reversing the conviction of Mrs. 
Laura Wright, Negro, for killing her husband. She 
was accused in the man’s dying statement, but he 
was ‘an atheist and the court ruled: “Without a 
belief in a Supreme Being, there can be no legal oath, 
and without a legal oath, a witness is not competent 
to testify in the courts of Alabama.” It is hearten- 
ing to learn that the court now has reconsidered ite 
decision, and offers these words to reverse its pre- 
vious attitude; “The civil rights, privileges and ca- 
pacities of any citizens shall not be, in any manner, 
affected by his religious belief.” 

The barring of uhbelievers as witnesses has been 
attacked on the ground of conflict with the four- 
teenth amendment to the Constitutios, in which it 
is forbidden for any state to “deny to any person 
within its jurisdiction the equal protection of the 
laws.” . Granting virtual immunity, as is the fre 
duent practice, to persons who rob or murder unbe 
fievers, obviously deprives these skeptics of the legal

WILSON AND HARDING. 

The citizen who hates sham and hypocrisy in the 
press and government alike will find much to hearten 
him in the newspaper comment on the dedication of 
the Harding tomb. The day-by-da@y historians are 
putting the twenty-ninth President of the United 
States in his proper place. Among the many discrim- 
inating estimations, some of which are quoted on thig 
page, the one from the Oklahoma City Daily Okla- 
homan stands out. It takes the occasion of the dedi- 
cation of the $800,000 marble mausoleum at Marion 
as an opportunity to contrast the manner in which 
the name and memory of Woodrow Wilson has been 
treated by the country. Says the Oklahoman; 

There was no scandal in the days of Woodrow 

Wilson. The natural resources of the nation 
escaped the hand of pillage when the sage of 
Princeton stood guard. Money voted to soothe 
the hurt of stricken soldiers and smooth their 
dying pillows was not stolen by a Wilson ap- 
pointee. Theft, bribery and downright larceny 
shunned the corridors of the Capitel. The most 
merciless investigation ever staged upon this 
continent failed to reveal one fact of guilt and 
accusing tongues were silenced by a blameless 
record. Whatever record leaped to light his name 
could not be shamed. 

Yet Woodrow Wilson, as the Oklahoman with time- 
liness points out, has no national memorial, either 
built by his country or his countrymen. The grave 
at St. Alban’s is a private grave without a national 
marker. Two Presidents pay honor at the tomb of 
the man who appointed Fall, Daugherty, Miller and 
Forbes; we ignore the resting place of the man who 
gave the world the League of Nations. 

But there is no hurry. As time passes, his his- 
torical stature grows. Time is the true judge of us 
all,

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DR. WU RESIGNS. 

Missouri’s recent pleasant connection with Dr. 
Chao-Chu Wu makes his resignation as Chinese Min- 
ister to the United States all the ‘more regrettable. 
This popular diplomat was the principal speaker at 
the University of Missouri journalism week this year 
and presented the two stone lions to the journalism 
school as a gift from the Chinese Government. He 
possesses a Missouri doctorate of laws bestowed by 
President Walter Williams..Those who came in con- 
tact ‘with him at Columbia were impressed by his 
geniality and scholarliness, The son of a Chinese 
Ninister to the United States, he marched as a high 
school student in McKinley’s inaugural parade. 
Now, after representing the Nanking Government 
since 1929, he has been forced to resign because of 
what he calls his Government's civil war policy. Out 
of sympathy with its foreign and domestic ‘policies 
for some time, he said he could no longer continue 
in office when it became necessary for him to apply 
for export licenses for munitions ordered by China. 
Rather than participate in obtaining 20 airplanes, 16 
tons of powder an‘ other supplies which he thinks 
will be used against the rival Government at Canton, 
he left his post. Thus, China’s devotion to internal 
strife has cost it its highly regarded representative 
in Washington. That his view will soon prevail in 
China is the hope of all who have its interests at 
heart. 
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PROGRESS IN COLLEGE SPORT REFORM. 
Something of a storm resulted in college athletic 
circles two years ago when the Carnegie Foundation 
for the Advancement of Teaching published its bul- 
letin charging widespread subsidizing, recruiting and 
overemphasis on sports at educational institutions. 
The foundation’s latest bulletin, just issued, notes a 
healthy turn of affairs, with a trend away from the 
Barnumizing of athletics and provision for participa- 
tion of more students in competitive sports. The 
undergraduate is tiring of “big time” athletics, the 
report says. No longer does he respond with all his 
being to the exhortations at “pep meetings”: no 
longer is it a disgrace to work in a laboratory or play 
tennis while the team battles an ancient rival on the 
gridiron. This is by no means a lamentable lessen- 
ing of college spirit; it is the development of a truer 
sense of values and a desire to partake in competi- 
tion instead of looking on. 

Alumni and outside interests no longer wield so 
powerful an influence on athletic polfvies, the in- 
vestigators find. Intramural athletics and informal 
contests are increasing in importance. Funds are be- 
ing directed from the training of a few men for out- 
side competition to providing more fields for the 
student body. Indorsement of commercial products 
by athletes ts more widely frowned upon. Many 
schools and conferences have taken steps.to check 
recruiting and subsidizing, and by doing more than 
“merely announcing a new,policy or modifying an 
old procedure.” The coach fs returning to his origi- 
val status as director rather than dictator. 

While there has been progress toward reform, all 
schools have not yet been purified, and the report ad- 
mits that “the day may never come when our college 
sport will be completely freed from these abuses.” It 
cites “a general uneasiness over college sport” before 
its first inquiry was made, and modestly disclaims 
full credit for the changes that have occurred. Never- 
theless, its report offered the first comprehensive 
summary of the situation, and largely provoked the

Vibration Neutralizer 


For Model A Fords 


A new Winfield vibration neu- 
tralizer for Model A Ford cars is 
announced by the §S. G. Hoffman 
Magneto Co., 3134 Washington, 
distributer. It is designed to dam- 
pen vibrations when attached to 
the crankshaft, 

The neutralizer replaces the fan 
pulley. A deep groove is for the 
fan belt. The outer rim is held to 
the hub by six studs, each set in 
a rubber cushion. A slight slip- 
page or oscillation is permitted 
between hub and rim. When the 
crankshaft is deflected by a power 
impulse, the outer rim of the neu- 
tralizer lags. Then, as the crank- 
shaft tends to spring back, the 
stored energy in the outer rim 
checks this flexing movement, 
quelling vibration before it can get 
started.

McDarby Tells 
Dealers Here How 
Auburn Sales Grow 


In Five Months Has Regis- 
tered 120 Per Cent Over Its 
Record for All of 1930. 


N. E. McDarby, vice president in 
charge of sales of the Auburn Au- 
tomobile Co., was the principal 
speaker at a meeting of dealers 
from Missouri, Southern Illinois 
and Kentucky held by E. J. John- 
son, Inc., local Auburn-Cord dis- 
tributer, as the Coronado Hotel on 
Tuesday. 

“There are going to be more and 
more new basic developments in 
the automobile industry in the 
next five years than in the past 10 
or 15 years,” MecDarby said. He 
pointed out that Auburn’s new X- 
type frame is one of these devel- 
opments. Auburn's program is 
based on the production of 40,000 
cars in the year of 1931. 

“Already Auburn registrations 
for the first five months in 1931 
show a 120 per cent increase over 
the entire year of 1930,” McDarby 
said. 

Auburn, in the first five months 
of 1931, has sold 24,438 cars, as 
compared with 13,693 in the 12 
months of 1930. This exceeds its 
12-month record of 22,749 in 1929, 
which was a peak year in the au- 
tomobile industry. In May, Auburn 
sold 6717 cars as compared with 
1848 in the corresponding month 
of 1930. In St. Louis in the first 
five months, Auburn has sold 275 
cars as compared with 96 in the 
12 months of 1930. 

McDarby illustrated his talk with 
a series of charts, one of which 
showed that in the 25 major mar- 
kets in the country Auburn, in the 
first five months, has greatly ex- 
ceeded its total for the entire year 
of 1930. Another chart showed 
that Auburn has bettered its po- 
sition each month of this year as 
compared with last year, as shown 
by the following monthly increases

Difficult Government Problems ; 
A. V. Lashly Heads Group 


A Property Owners’ Division of 


ithe St. Louis County Real Estate 


Board has been formed. It is sim- 
ilar to such a division being pro- 
moted by the St. Louis Real Estate 
Exchange. Among its objects are: 

“To unite property owners to ag- 
gressively combat excessive and in- 
equitable tax burdens on real es- 
tate and to foster legislativo meas- 
ures providing relief; to keep mem- 
bers advised of the introduction 


and progress of ordinances, meas- 
ures and public improvements 
which may directly. affect their 
property; to afford property own- 
ers an opportunity to act unitedly 
in securing relief from unjust, dis- 
criminatory or damaging legisla- 
tion, practices or procedure; to 
promote economy and efficiency in 
the expenditure of public funds; 
to correct the tax system in the 
county and state so as to relieve 
real estate of inequitable tax bur- 
dens and unjust special assess- 
ments.”’ 

Arthur V. Lashly, former Circuit 
Judge and director of the Missou- 
ri and Illinois criminal justiee sur- 
veys, has been elected chairman of 
the division. Other officers are: 8. 
Charles Harvey, first vice chair- 
man; W. A. Rowe, second vice 
chairman; Roger Renkel, president 
and 8S. M. Studt, treasurer. Renkel, 
the active manager of the division, 
is executive secretary of the Real 
Estate Board and Studt is treas- 
urer of the board.

Individuals and corporations 


owning or otherwise directly inter- 
ested in real estate in St. Louis 
County may join the _ division. 
Charter members’ dues are $100 a 
year, while sustaining members 
pay $25 and participating members 
$5. The following standing com- 
mittees will be appointed: Member- 
ship, assessments and taxation, mu- 
nicipal affairs, State legislation, 
Federal matters, county planning, 
transportation, mortgage and con- 


tract, construction codes and pre- 
gram, 

A statement of aims issued by 
the division follows: 

“This organization offers the 
owners of real estate an opportu 
nity to express themselves effec- 
tively on questions affecting their 
property. Such organizations are 
being formed all over the country, 
Real estate is bearing the heaviest 
burden of taxation of any class 
of property. The reason is that ft 
cannot be hidden away... Money, 
notes, taxable bonds and other in- 
tangible personal property general- 
ly escapes taxation, but real estate 
cannet escape. Therefore, it has 
had to stand a tax out of all pro- 
portion to other classes of taxable 
property. 

“Real estate becomes the victim 
of all manner of special taxes, 
some of which are beneficial to 
the property and some of doubt- 
ful benefit. The vast majority of 
our people have no property at all 
except their home places and fur- 
nishings, and many of these are 
not paid for. Real estate taxes, 
general and special, are matters of 
vital concern to them. Economy 
in government means lower taxes. 
Extravagance in government can 
only mean higher taxes. 

“St. Louls County presents some 
very difficult governmental prob- 
lems. A majority of the acreage Is 
farm lands, but this is constantly 
being reduced by the extension of 
urban development. A majority of 
our population lives in urban or 
semi-urban territory. The urban- 
ites demand city improvements and 
conveniences, such as first class 
schools, comparable to those in the 
city of St. Louis, fine streets and 
boulevards, parks and playgrounds, 
adequate drainage and sewerage, 
water, gas and fire protection, and 
are willing to pay for them. Their 
property is able to stand it. But 
in the other and lower priced areas 
the property is not able to stand 
it and the people cannot afford to 
pay for such improvements and 
city conveniences. 

“There exists a necessity for a 
close study of these matters so that 
progress can be made in urban de- 
velopment and improvement, but 
only in such a way that no grave 
injustices may be done. This or- 
ganization expects to take an ac- 
tive part in any matter of taxation, 
legislation and government effect- 
ing real estate within the scope of 
our by-laws. It is our desire to 
be helpful and not merely critical, 
and we want to co-operate with 
every other agency in the county, 
official or unofficial, to that end.”

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The electric siren shrills through the 
hangar. At once there is life where 
apparently there was no life before. 
From far up on the girders inside the 
ship men begin to scramble down. They 
scurry from the dozen or more ladders 
that are built into the steel scaffold- 
ing which supports the ship. High up 
along the curving sides men begin to 
leave the 8, 10 and 12-tiered sus- 
pended scaffolds on which they have 
been standing to spray aluminum 
paint onto the fabric. The men call 
these scaffolds, operated by electric 
winches, pie racks. The stream of 
workers grows into a young army, 350 
strong. Each at his job, or working 
in small groups, they had been lost in 
the immensity of the Akron, so that 
the eye failed to see them. 

Inspectors for the Goodyear com- 
pany and for the navy follow the last 
shift of workers. They climb like 
agile apes, apparently without fear, 
minutely examining the latest work 
that has been done. They flatten out 
stiff blueprints and go over the last 
work to be installed, piece for piece, 
rivet for rivet. 


HE Akron, for all its bulk, was 
designed with as much precision 

and care as the works of a watch. 

The design, embodying so many radical 
departures from earlier Zeppelin con- 
struction, came, in the last analysis, 
from the brain of one man, Dr. Karl 
Arnstein. Dr. Arnstein is chief de- 
signer for, and a vice president of, the 
Zeppelin corporation. For many years 
he was associated with Count Zeppe- 
lin in Germany, and before and during 
the war planned the construction of 
more than 70 dirigibles. When the 
Inter-Allied Air Commission squelched 
Germany’s thriving Zeppelin indus- 
try in 1924, America gained not 
only Dr. Arnstein but 14 other tech- 
nical experts, most of whom came 
to the Goodyear company and have 
been here in Akron ever since. Dr. 
Arnstein heads a large staff. In de- 
signing the Akron he delegated to vari- 
ous of his experts a special department 
of the ship. With the aid of numer- 
ous draftsmen, they made 20,000 blue- 
prints before the work of assembling 
the rigid structure of duralumin began. 
On competitive bids-with American 
and German firms the Goodyear com- 
pany was awarded a contract for two 
ZRS type Zeppelins in 1928. The first 
one will cost the navy $5,500,000, the 
second one $2,500,000, the difference 
in price representing the cost of 
experimentation that has necessar- 


ily gone into 
the Akron. 

Beginning with 
the primary units, 
gas cells that will 
contain 6,500,- 
000 ecubie feet of 
gas and occupy 
the greater part 
of the interior of 
the ship, experi- 
mentation has pointed the way to the 
use of new materials and methods. 
Hitherto the gas bags have been fab- 
ricated from goldbeaters skins, sup- 
posedly the only practical material 
that would prevent slow seeping away 
of the gas. Goldbeaters skin is de- 
rived from a small. 
portion of the intes 
tine of a cow. Its 
name comes from 
the fact that it has 
been used for cen- 
turies by g0o01d- 
smiths. Gold. 
when beaten to a 
certain thinness, 
sticks to the gold- 
smith’s hammer. To 
get it to tissue pa- 
per thinness the 
goldsmith wraps 
the sheet in two 
pieces of goldbeat- 
ers skin and he can 
then hammer it 
out. 

To have made 
the fabric for the 
gas cells of the 
Akron it would 
have taken 1,500,- 
000 goldbeat- 
ers skins—the par- 
ticular section from 
the intestines of 
that many cattle. 
After these had 
been cured and 
dressed it would 
have been necessary 
to have glued them, 
with a special kind 
of glue, to the 12 
acres of cotton fab- 
ric required for the 
gas cells. And the 


result would have been, 
so far as the eye of the 
amateur observer could 
determine, a fabric that 
looks like the material of 
which yellow collegiate slickers are 
made. 

In comparison, the new method is 
simple. Successive layer after layer 
of a rubber and gelatine mixture is 
placed upon the cotton fabric. So 
thin are these layers that the result- 
ing material is searcely thicker than 
a sheet of paper, but a long series of 
tests has proved that it is as satisfac- 
tory as goldbeaters skin for containing 
gas under pressure. The details of the 
new secret process are being most 
carefully guarded by the navy. No vis- 
itors were allowed in the plant in 
which the material was made. 

As the 12 gas cells were completed 
they were tested in the 
Goodyear dock, filled 
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with helium gas and then valved at in- 
tervals to determine whether or not 
there were any leaks. The largest cell, 
the central one, holds 1,000,000 cubic 
feet of gas. The valves are at the top 
of the cells. This is a new precaution, 
taken to avoid a calamity similar to 
that which is believed to have caused 
the crash of the British dirigible 
R-101. In the R-101 the valves were 
in the side, and it is the theory that 
in the heavy storm which the ill-fated 
ship went through, the valves became 
loosened. Large quantities of gas were 
lost from several cells, unbeknownst 
to the officers in charge, with the re- 
sult that the nose dipped considerably 
and struck upon a comparatively low 
hill. The valves of the gas cells on 
the Akron, being cn top, will not have 
a smiilar tendency to become loosened 
under unusual stress, it is maintained. 

The gas bags will not be fixed with- 
in the dirigible. They will float in 12 
sections called bays. These bays are 
separated one from the other withir 
the hull by webs of wire, woven like 
a circular spider’s web. These wire 
webs absorb no tensile strain, serving 
merely the purpose of keeping each gas 
cell in its proper bay. And this is nec- 
essary, because should one cell be 
seriously damaged in warfare and col- 
lapse, the others, without the wire. 
would jam into the empty space and 
seriously impair the balance of the big 
ship. As evidence of the extreme pre- 
caution being taken throughout, when- 
ever the gas cells are liable to rub 
against the joints in the duralumin 
girders, a special sheathing has been 
used to cover the joints. 

Ample provision has been made, of 
course, for expansion of the gas cells 
when the Akron goes to high altitudes. 
Zeppelins during the war were success- 
fully navigated at over 18,000 feet. At

such a height the helium in the Ak 
ron’s 12 cells would occupy considera 
bly more space than the nominal ca 
pacity of 6,500,000 cubic feet. Above 
a certain pressure-height, gas will be 
automatically released through emer- 
gency valves. Before this happens 
an alarm bell will sound in the con- 
trol car and the commander can then 
decide whether he wants to keep the 
ship climbing with a consequent loss of 
helium or whether he will hold it be- 
low this pressure-height. 


UT the ceiling of the Akron—the 

altitude limit beyond which it 

will be unsafe to fly—nhas not 
been statistically ' determined. That 
must be discovered in the long series 
of test flights that will precede the 
Akron’s first long cruise. 

Dr. Arnstein, Lieutenant T. G. W. 
Settle, chief naval inspector, and 
others in active charge of work on the 
Akron, laugh at the notion, more or 
less popularly held, that one good 
marksman with a high-powered rifle 
or machine gun in an airplane could 
bring down this giant of the skies. 
They point to a number of safety fac- 
tors—in the first place, the great size 
of the ship and the fact that there are 
12 gas cells, nine, or even eight, of 
which would keep her in the air. 

But most important of all, say the 
experts, is the fact that there is vir- 
tually no point within the ship that 
will be inaccessibie at any time. Thus, 
repairs may be made in normal flight, 
either to damaged gas cells or dam-

Dyson, eminent Australian 
caricaturist and etcher, 
'whose barbed comment on 
business, religion, the mov- 
ies, psycho-analysis, modern 
art and a variety of other 
topics has distinguished him 
| as a philosopher and critic as 
well as an artist. These are 
selected from a set of 40 or 
more of his etchings now on view at the Noonan- 
Kocian art galleries. 

Born in 1880, the son of an Australian miner, 
Dyson has been a sort of firebrand in English art 
and literary circles ever since he forsook his native 
continent for London in the early nineteen hun- 
dreds. He first attracted notice as a cartoonist and 
lithographer and was frequently in the public eye 
as an exponent of the younger intellectual and po- 
litical revolt. All his work sought industrial and 
social renovation with such vehemence that the late 
Lord Balfour characterized him as “A probably 
dangerous young man, but at once too subtle and 
too violent to be greatly feared.’’ 

When the war began in 1914 Dyson took rank 
as the leading British propagandist. Two years 
later he joined the Australians in France, was 
wounded twice and was then made official artist. 
He remained in France in this capacity until the 
end of the war. Full sets of his war lithographs 
are to be seen in Kensington and in the Govern- 
ment museums of several European countries and 
Japan and in a special gallery at Canberra, the 
Australian capital. 

After the war Dyson returned to Australia, spent 
seven years in newspaper work and then, fortified 
with his remarkable artistic and satiric talents, 
started on a tour around the world by way of Hol- 
lywood and New York. His etchings are said to 
have been an American discovery. Exhibitions of 
them in New York stirred considerable excitement 
and brought unqualified praise from such are crit- 
ics as Frank Crowninshield and F. Newlin Price, 
who claimed for Dyson a ‘‘definite and unique niche 
among modern etchers.’’ 

‘“‘He obtains an etching ability combined with a 
mordant critical spirit,’’ wrote Price. ‘He is litera- 
teur, critic and philosopher turned etcher. He 
achieves an irony that is biting, but not bitter, and 
that is deep in human understanding. Even his 
victims smile at these epigrammatic etchings, used 
as they are for vehicles for art critical.”’ 

Writing for the New York Evening Post, Louis 
Sherwin declared Dyson “etched on T. N. T. with a 
stick of dynamite.”’ 

“But the skillful part of the performance,” wrote 
Sherwin, “is that he contrives to put you in the 
seat beside him. You may be the fellow he is 
laughing at, but you don’t get angry about it. You 
don’t, in fact, realize it. ‘There,’ you say, ‘is Cousin 
Ephraim. I wonder if he will recognize himself.’ 
‘There,’ says Cousin Ephraim, ‘is Cousin Jeremiah. 
What a joke on him.’ "’

er several luckless ventures in Berlin 
that America was still the land of op- 
portunity, they came to Wausau, the 
presence of distant relatives attract- 
ihe them here. 

It appears that for a time things did 
did not go too badly. Grunewald dis- 
covered not long after his arrival that 
he would have to be content to start 
very modestly. With the small capital 
he had brought with him, he entered 
into partnership in the tire and radia- 
tor repair business with Walter Buz- 
inski who taught Grunewald the trade 
of auto mechanic. 

But the latter was not long content- 
ed with this humble lot. He was des- 
tined for greater things. There was 
never a doubt of this,4n his mind. It 
was merely that people in America 
failed to understand him. As a young 
man in shool, he had been strongly 
under the influence of Tolstoi’s Chris- 
tian socialism and later this was sup- 
planted by the more arbitrary doc- 
trines of Karl Marx. Grunewald was 
convinced that the capitalist system 
was unjust, that it was inhuman, and 
cruel. With a fanatical impatience he 
went about among the good folk of 
Wausau, denouncing their creeds and 
beliefs, their folkways and their busi- 


, 


ness practices. 

And Wausau, quite naturally, did 
not take kindly to this. It was whis- 
pered about that he was an atheist, a 
Bolshevik, @ little bit off in the head. 
And very soon there was the ‘open 
laughter of derision. 

Grunewald was a striking figure in 
the town. Built massively and with 
piercing, intent eyes, he strode about 
the streets, often muttering to him- 
self. On the slightest invitation he 
would speak in public on his favorite 
thesis, the damnable iniquities of the 
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capitalist system and the inevitable 
damnation of all concerned with it. 

This was not particularly good for 
the tire business. Buzinski, a simple, 
patient man, often remonstrated with 
his partner about his crazy ideas and 
about the absurd futility of writing 
books, which bad habit had already 
come upon Grunewald, The latter 
would respond with newer and more 
elaborate theories about the state of 
society. And some day, he always 
added, his books would make him fa- 
mous and rich. Had he not already 
published articles in many Berlin mag- 
azines? Look what this German, 
Remarque, made out of “All Quiet on 
the Western Front’ and that just a 
novel with no philosophic background. 
Some day even Wausau would recog- 
nize what a great man was in its 
midst. 


YOR did Grunewald find sym- 
N pathy at home. His wife, Dora, 
was a practical soul. When 
she would remonstrate with him be- 
cause there was scarcely enough 
money to buy food and pay the rent, 
he would grow furiously angry and 
often in his rages he beat her. In 
1926 she could stand it no longer and 
secured a divorce which her husband 
did not bother to contest. Since that 
time she has earned the rewards 
that come from a practical, fru- 
gal way of life, having saved enough 
as a dressmaker to pay ‘her way 
back to Germany for a summer-long 
vacation. 

Those who have known him best 
here in the town trace Grunewald’s 
disintegration from his divorce, from 
his separation from the calm, practical 
Dora. He had been a well-kept,. not 
unattractive figure, proud of his great 
physical strength, proud even of the 
fact that on a jesting dare he had 
downed three professional wrestlers at 
a street carnival here. Now he began 
to be careless about his appearance 
and drank immoderately. 

In 1927 he published his first book, 
“Diamond Fever.’ Into a somewhat 
lurid fictional structure, he inserted 
many of his own experiences in the 
African diamond mines’. As in the 
second book, there are many vivid pas- 
sages, notably the description of a

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storm that sweeps 
duwn upon a camp 
of tents. Grunewald 
knew nothing about 
publishing methods 
in America. He went 
to a printer here, 
paid $150 in cash and promised the 
rest when the.edition had been sold. 
He was disheartened but not alto- 
gether discouraged when only a few 
copies were sold through local book- 
stores to people in the immediate com- 
munity. 

As with all authors, hope springs 
eternal. He would write another book. 
It was just as he had begun to write 
his second novel that he met Miss Zick. 
She is the only daughter of German- 
bern parents, good, hard-working 
people, who christened her Ardina. 
When at 18 she changed her name to 
the more American, more modern 
Jean, it was symbolic of the gulf that 
separated her from her parents. 

For seven years she lived in Minne- 
apolis, a girl on her own, learning to 


_know all the ways of the world. In- 


evitably there was gossip back in the 
home town and Jean says, with her 
candid smile, that she did just about 
everything during those years to get 
by. She learned among other things 
how to dress and make up to show off 
to best advantage her type, the rather 
odd pointed face with the high cheek- 
bones, the narrow eyes with their 
black, sharply curling eyelashes, and 
the wide, thin mouth with the strong 
white teeth. 

Grunewald was fascinated from the 
first, and was so impulsive and fierce 
that Jean scarcely knew what to think 
of him. She agreed to help him with 
the book, correcting, from her expe- 
rience as a typist, his often faulty Eng- 
lish. And he would pay her for this 
service. Jean was glad to get the 
money, for the depression had driven 
her back from Minneapolis to the 
shelter of the family. 

But, she says now, she began to be 
afraid of him. He pleaded with her 
again and again to marry him. He 
sent her several threatening letters. 
He would kill her if she married any- 
one else. The Zick family came to dis- 
trust Grunewald very heartily. Night 
after night he called, and they felt 
they could not close the door in his 
face. 

To Jean he talked more and more 
wildly. He’spoke of his enemies in the 
town. There were four. Some day 
he would rise to the crisis and kill one 
or all of them. Jean tried to avoid

the shoulders, as 
though in a vise of 
steel, his intense, 
staring eyes fixed 
upon her. In her 
frenzy to escape him 
she clawed at his face with 
her fingernails, tore disfig- 
uring ribbons of flesh before 
he would release her. The ep- 
isode is realistically described 
in ‘“‘The White Queen.”’ 

That was the breaking point. She 
wouldn't endure his jealousy, she 
woluldn’t see him again. Grunewald 
went to E. D. Widmer, head of the 
local business college, and got his help 
in finishing the book. He was wildly 
impatient to see it off the press and 
when finally the printer would not ad- 
vance funds for binding the printed 
copies. Grunewald went to the little 
town of Marathon where the job was 
being done and bound them crudely by 
hand. Wasn't the world waiting for 
this book, wasn't it to make his fame 
almost immediately? 

But the copies stood untouched in 
the bookstores. Slowly it was im- 
pressed upon the author that ‘The 
White Queen’’ was to meet the same 
indifference as ‘‘Diamond Fever.’”’ 


E LEARNED at this time that 
H Jean had warned several people 

against him. In his agitation 
it appeared that she was responsible 
for all his troubles. The woman he 
had loved, the woman-he still loved, 
the woman he would marry in a mo- 
ment, had done this to him. 

On the night of the shooting his 
partner Buzinski saw him in one room 
of the shop, pacing back and forth in 
the darkness, like some great caged 
animal, his head down, his hands be- 
hind his back. He went from the shop 
to the Zick home. 

Grunewald says now he did not in- 
tend to kill her. Miss Zick, slowly re- 
covering from a serious bullet wound, 
insists that he did intend murder. “If 
I hadn't heard the latch, I'd be dead 
now,’ she says. ‘“‘He wanted to shoot 
me in the back.” 

A little after midnight Grunewald 
walked into the police station and sur- 
rendered. The next morning he plead- 
ed guilty to the charge of assault, while 
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armed, with intent to kill. Judge A. 
H. Reid sentenced him to from 19 to 
25 years in the penitentiary § at 
Waupun. 

The writer talked to him there. In 
the brown denim uniform of the prison 
he looked curiously dwarfed and mis- 
shapen, his eyes deepset and melan- 
choly, three deeply creased wrinkles 
across the high dome of his forehead. 
He spoke of his third book, which he 
bas recently completed, written in Ger- 
man this time, the title, ‘August Kuch- 
enbacker’s Deutschland Reise.’’ It 
deals, he explained, with the terrible 
privation endured by the lower and 
middle classes in Germany during and 
immediately after the war. It is realis- 
tic, grimly so, rather than romantic. 

But ‘again and again in the brief 
talk that we had in the warden's 
office, he came back to the persecu- 
tions that drove him to the last des- 
perate act. He has been, he insists, the 
victim of a plot that has converged 
slowly, slowly, slowly, to the end that 
he might be put in prison. 

Already the officials at Waupun 
have written him down in the records 
as a psychopathic case.

T’S quite a come- 

down for a killer 

—like making 

Atilla embroider 

doilies. Chlorine 

gas, which car- 
ried lung-torturing death 
across World War battle- 
fields, has been set at the 
mild and beneficent task of 
cleaning manuscripts. The 
destroyer has become the 
restorer. 

For several weeks the 
lethal fluid has been work- 
ing peacefully in St. Louis. 
In the libraries of the Mis- 


souri Historical Society, = 
Shaw's Garden and St. 
Louis University one of 


most dreaded weapons of 
warfare has been sedate- 
ly washing the grime from 
elderly hooks and papers. 
A young man from New 
York, Victor Wolfgang von 
Hagen, has been directing 
the monster in its benign 
labor. It’s rather a pet 
of his. He discovered it 
could do this work, and is 
said to be the only per- 
son so employing it. He 
has heen spending part of 
his vacation in St. Louis, 
restoring valuable books 
and manuscripts by the use 
of @hlorine gas and other 
materials, making no 
charge for his services. | 
Von Hagen is a book- 
binder, whose plant in New 
York is devoted to making 
fine bindings, chiefly for 
books in private collec- 
tions. He is also an etch- 
er of insects. And he en- 
gages professionally in the 
restoring of printed and 
written matter, Interest- | 
ed in vooks since child- | 
hood, he served as an ap- 
prentice to bookbinders in 
the United States and 
Germany for three years, | 
and supplemented this 
practical training with 
studies at New York and 
Columbia universities and 
much individual research. 
Two years ago he perfect- 
ed his gas bath for stained 
papers, and since then has 
used it in much of his res- |

Von Hagen demonstrated, recently, 
his beauty treatment for manu- 
scripts in his improvised laboratory 
in the basement of the Jeffer- 
son Memorial, where he did his 
work for the Missouri Historical So- 
ciety. He picked up a piece of paper 
about 12 by 10 inches in size, bearing 
an official looking seal. Large brown 
and reddish blotches obscured much of 
the writing. ‘‘Water stains and fungi,”’ 
Von Hagen explained. Even in clear 
spaces most of the words could not 
be deciphered because the ink had 
faded. There was a signature at the 
bottom, but the name could not be 
made out. It was known, however, 
that the document announced the ap- 
pointment of William Clark as Brig- 
adier-General of the Louisiana Militia, 
and that it was signed by President 
James Madison. 

In a simall cabinet with a glass top 
and a glass back, the document was 
hung over a cord, like a sheet on a 


The cabinet was closed, 
airtight, and steam was

protective surface 
for paper, so that 
after it has been 
rid of fungi, new 
spores cannot 
establish them- 
selves in it. Von 
Hagen is working 
on this problem, 
and also trying to 
determine what 
part insects play in the spread of this 
scourge of bookdom. 

Among the insects which damage 
books, the ohe of chief concern in the 
Mississippi Valley, according to Von 
Hagen, is Lepisma domestica, com- 
monly known as “silver fish.”’ 

This insect, whose body, usually 
less than an inch long, is cov- 
ered with silvery scales, has a de- 
cided fondness for damp places and 
a taste for the glue in bookbind-

HOMAS BATA has taken his recipe for success from both 
the Old World and the New. His methods of production 
and marketing he adapted from the modern industrialism 
of America. In the handling of his army of employes he 
went back to feudalism. The combination has worked ex- 
geedingly well for him. The man whose youth was spent in 
poverty is reputed to be worth $50,000,000 now. He is called 
the shoe king of the world. He employs 17,000 persons.

In addition to the hundreds in Czecho- 
Slovakia, his- retail shops are in Ger- 
many, Holland, Switzerland, France, 
Jugo-Slavia, Rumania, Poland, Great 
Britain, Egypt and the United States. 

The same completeness character- 
izes Bata’s handling. of his employes. 
He regulates not ,only their work, 
but to a large extent their lives—at 
least that part of their lives spent in 
his employ. He creates a little Bata 
world for them in which they may 
spend all their leisure us well as their 
working hours. 

In the Bata store, the workers can 
buy just about anything they have any 
heed of, from a suit of clothes to-a 
loaf of bread. In the Bata school 
workers can add to their knowledge 
and their Children can receive an or- 
dinary education, A workman with a 
family can establish a home in one 
of the Bata houses, and single men 
and women can live in the Bata dor- 
mitories. They can get their meals in 
the Bata restaurants, receive surgical 
attention in the Bata hospital, find 
recreation in the Bata motion picture 
theater, clubhouse and playgrounds, 

No smoking is permitted at work. 
No drink of liquor—even of beer— 
is allowed on Bata property. All the 


‘employes have to save money. Those 


who live in the dormitories must get 
up at 56:30 in the morning, take cer- 
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tain physical 
exercises, and 
spend part of 
their leisure in improving themselves 
according to Bata’s ideas. They have 
to be in their dormitories by 9 p. m. in 
winter and 10 p. m. in summer.

do, they are not accustomed to 
urban amusements; the inexpensive 
entertainment of movies, concerts and 
athletics that Bata offers is a good 
deal more attractive than anything of 
the kind they could get at home. Be- 
sides, the pay is better than they could 
command in most other jobs open to 
them in that region. 

Not that the pay is high. As said 
before, one of thé main ingredients in 
Bata’s success is the use of cheap la- 
bor. But Bata has made it \possible 
for his employes to live with some 
comfort and put something aside for 
a rainy day even on low wages. 

The wages range from about $3.60 
a week for a young girl to $12 or $13 
for skilled men. But there is, in addi- 
tion, a bonus, paid every two weeks. 
Sometimes it amounts to almost as 
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much as the 
wake. An in- 
dividual’s bonus de- 
pends on the type of 
work he does and the 
success of his group’s labor for the 
period covered. Profit sharing Is. 
therefore, part of the Bata system. 

A worker does not get all his earn- 
ings on pay day. Half of his bonus 
is withheld as involuntary savings, on 
which Bata pays a high rate of inter- 
est. The employe can draw his sav- 
ings after a certain peri- 
od, subject to conditions; 
that is, a married man 

cannot with- 
draw his sav-

ings without his wife’s consent, a per- 
son who leaves Bata’s employ must 
wait six months before he can get this 
part of his earnings, and if he goes to 
work for a _frival factory he for- 
feits it. 

An essential part of the Bata sys- 
tem is the competition within itseif. 
The plant at Zlin is divided into 250 
departments, each of which is treated 
as an independent unit and expected 
to show a profit in its own right. Even 
the hospital must make something for 
its owner. If one unit makes an ad- 
vantageous showing through getting 
the better of another unit in some 
transaction, the manager of the former 
receives credit accordingly from the 
overlord of all. Bata insists on mak- 
ing money from all his business opera- 
tions, even those of selling goods and 
service to his employes at cut rates. 

There is no doubt that Bata makes 
living expenses low for those who 
work for him. One of his houses— 
he has more than 2000-——can be rent- 
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Bata. 


ed for less than 
$1 a week. It ts 
true they all 
look alike, are as 
standardized as the 
operations in making 
one of his shoes, but 
they are sound, two-story af- 
fairs of brick, with modern 
conveniences, in which most 
of the workers live more 
comfortably than they ever did before. 
A dweller in a dormitory pays only 
about 25 cents a week for lodging. An 
excellent meal can be bought in the 
plant restaurants for 10 cents, and 
admission to the movies costs only 2 
cents. The supplies sold in the big 
general store are correspondingly 
cheap. It is said that any of the em- 
ployes can get along nicely on two- 
thirds of his earnings. 


HE plant not long ago changed 
= an eight-hour to a nine- 

hour day, but also adopted a 
five-day week. so that 45 hours con- 
stitutes a week’s work. It is reported 
that Bata offers no objections to his 
employes’ joining labor unions but 
few of them do because his pay is 
above the union scale and he provides 
better working and living conditions 
than are required. Various safeguards 
for labor, such as placing the mini- 
mum age for employment at 14 years, 
are established by law in 
Czecho-Slovakia. 

There has been a good deal 
of criticism of Bata since his 
rise to power, and some of it 
has concerned his treatment 
of his workers. One story was 
that workers were jatied for 
failing to do the amount of 
work laid out for them. The 
answer on behalf of Bata is 
that this—and worse things— 
happened when the factory 
was under the control of mil- 
itary officers during the war. 
The International Labor Bu- 
reau at Geneva made a study 
of Bata’s dealings with his 
employes and last year pub- 
lished a report favorable to him. 

Other criticism of Bata concerns the 
charge that he is threatening the shoe 
markets of other nations. His exports 
to America were a factor in the shoe 
tariff created by the last Congress of 
the United States. Germany*erected a 
tariff wall against him. 

It was estimated recently that half 
the cheap shoes for women in Great 
Britain were of his manufacture. One 
of his factories at Zlin makes women’s 
shoes for the United States. The shoes 
retail for leas than $4. 

Bata is a stocky man, slightly above 
middle height, with an intelligent, ag- 
gressive face. He is married and has 
a son about 17. His command of the 
details of his business astonishes ob- 
servers. He exercises a personal super- 
vision over all phases of it. On his 
desk is an array of light signals by 
which he can be called to any building 
in his plant. His traveling about

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aged outer fabric, during storm or 
combat. There is a ladder in each 
triangular main ring of the rigid 
structure of the ship and there are 
catwalks (a 14-inch strip of duralum- 
in reinforced by a light planking) 
at the very top, one along the center of 
the lower surface and two to each side, 
as shown in the accompanying diagram. 
Moreover. apart from these catwalks, 
the crew will move with complete free- 
dom, in soft-soled shoes, over the 
whole rigid structure, since the inner 
surface of the duralumin girders is ex- 
posed. Cat-like, the men will be able 
to skin up any one of the thousands of 
crossing and inter-crossing supports. 
It is said that though navy regulations 
require the use of the catwalk, save 
in emergencies, the crew of the dirigi- 
ble Los Angeles travels over the whole 
interior by means of the girders. 

On the Akron even the movable fins 
at the stern will be accessible. It will 
be possible to climb out into the flip- 
pers, used for controlling direction and 
altitude, and repair any wind damaged 
surface. It will be recalled that during 
the trans-Atlantic crossing of the Brit- 
ish ship R-100 ripping of the fabric on 
one fin seriously handicapped the di- 
rigible, and the Graf Zeppelin met with 
a similar accident. Repairs were dif- 
ficult, well-nigh impossible, on these 
smaller craft. The fins are, of course, 
about the size of the average city lot. 
In the lower vertical fin, fixed immov- 
ably to the ship, will be an emergency 
control system from which all the 
movements of the craft may be direct- 
ed should the forward control car be 
disabled or the officers in charge there 
put out of service. 


OODYEAR officials cite their 
(5 exvertence with small non-rigid 

blimps, possibly not one-hun- 
dredth as large as the Akron, to prove 
the contention that it will take at least 
a sizeable bomb, or several perfectly 
aimed bombs, to disable the ship. Fre- 
quently the blimps are flown from 
Akron to testing and training bases 
maintained by Goodyear in Florida. 
Crossing over the Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee mountains, someone, probably 
moonshiners, almost invariably takes a 
shot at the silvery bag with a rifle. It 
is from two to three hours before the 
pilot is able to notice any difference in 
the handling of the blimp from the 
leakage of gas.

just now finishing this final job, one 
that required seven acres of cotton 
fabric. The fabric was all cut to 
specification in panels averaging 60 
by 10 feet. These panels were laced 
on, one to the other, just as a shoe 
is laced up. Twice they were re- 
laced, with intervals of a day be- 
tween each lacing, so that they 
could be got as tight as possible. 
Then they were covered with a 
coating of cellulose acetate 
“‘dope,’’ which serves several 
purposes, among them to tight- 
en the fabric even more. The 
‘dope’ is painted on by hand. 
Next a coat of orange paint is 
sprayed on as a base for the two 
coats of aluminum paint, which 
serve to metalize the bag, causing it 
to reflect heat and light. 


HE Akron will be the first dirig- 
ible to carry scouting planes in 
its hold. In a compartment 60 by 

70 feet, between the forward control 
room and the first pair of motors, there 
will be eventually five tracks, from 
which will be suspended five scouting 
planes. At the touch of a lever these 
will slide, pilot in place, motor started, 
one at a time along these tracks. Ata 
focal point in the center of the com- 
partment the plane will be automatic- 
ally transferred to a trapeze-like de- 
vice. With the plane attached, this will 
swing downward through a T-shaped 
opening in the floor of the dirigible. 
Another lever will release the plane 
as it hangs from the trapeze, 20 feet 
below, as the diagram on this page 
shows. The trapeze will swing outside 
the dirigible until the planes have fin- 
ished their scouting operations. Re- 
turning, the pilot must hook on by 
the big eyelet in the top wing and the 
plane is swung back onto its trolley. 
It sounds impossible, but it isn’t, since 
several pilots have already demonstrat- 
ed the hook-on possibility on the Los 
Angeles. After considerable practice 
they have been able to hook on and to 
disengage again without any special 
hazard. The navy is very secretive 
about the details of this device, too. 

In- the method of installing motors 
the Akron departs radically from all 
its predecessors. The German 
Maybach motors, eight of them, 
are to be housed inside the 
dirigible instead of in mo- 
tor gondolas suspended 
from the side of the 
ship as hitherto. First, 
it will greatly lessen 
resistance to the air,

The exhaust gas from the motors 
is led into a series of cooling pipes 
contained in a V-shaped metal 
structure that will project some- 
what from the side of the Zep- 
pelin.
